Ip their “general conclusions, the (om- 
missioners who signed the majority report say 
that the growth of the railway undertakings 
in Northern Ireland has been gradual, and 
has, in fact,, developed side by side with the 
industrial progress of tho area. In some 
ases, indeed, it would appear, as instance the 
Clogher Valley Railway, that the provision of 
railway facilities was somewhat in advance of 
the need in this respect of the district 
served. It has also been indicated that lines 
-have been constructed in accordance with the 
physical features and distribution of the 
natural resources of the area. c 

Whatever else has been urged against the 
railways, it has not been contended that they 
have proved incapable of expeditiously carry - 

ing all available traffic, except possibly in the 
abnormal conditions which obtained during 
the period of Government control. 
he present difficulties on the railways have 
arisen almost entirely from circumstances for 
which the companies themselves had no re- 
sponsibility. rior to the period of the war 
there were no greater difficulties, speaking 
generally, to be faced in connection with the | 
railways than were experienced in similar im- 
portant industries. :
